The following is translated from a Dutch 
paper of the 22d of October. 

Royal Decree of the 20th of October. 

WE, Louis Napoleon, by the grace of God and 
the constituiion of the kingdom, king of Holland ; 
being desirous to unite our efforts tothose of H. 
M. the Emperor of the French and King of Italy, 
against the common enemy, and considering the 
measures already taken by H. I. M relatively to the 
navigation of the Weser and Elbe; have decreed 
and do decree as foliows: 

Arr. 1. Allnavigation whatever upon the coast 
and along thesame, from the D liardiothe Weser, 
is prohibited, unless it should be carried oa under 
the immediate convay of our vess<ls of war, 
and only from ports to ports occupied by our 
troops. 

Art.2. The entry is forbidden to any vessel 
whatever, loaded with other articles than those 
which it is impossible for Great-Britaiu to furnish, 
such as ship timber, spars, aud other products of 
the North, or vessels in ballast. 

Art 3. Any vessel whatever, that shall enter, 
shall be stopped, if she be loaded wholly or partly, 
with colonal produce or merchandize whatever of 
the nature of those tha: England can produce or 
furnish; the goods shall be sequestered and laid in 
depot, witha view to determine, after due exam. 
ination, what shall be proper. Vessels sailing un- 
der convoy, as is pointed ou. in the first article, are 
however excepted frem this disposition. 

Arr. 4 Ourminister of finances is charged with 
the execurion of the present cecree.

Died, sudden’y, at Aibany, on Friday morning 
the 8h inst. the Rev. Doctor Wittiam Liwy, 
late one cf the Ministers of the Reformed Durch 
Church in the city of New-York, aged 55 years and 
11 months. 

Few Ministers have attained such a high stard- 
ing in Society a he possessed before disease broke 
his strength and impaired his activity. Ged had 
every way fitted him foreminent usetulness. His 
natural talents were excellent—his acquired know- 
ledge wastruly respectable—his dispasition amiable, 
He appeared at first view co be reserved and rather 
austere; but a further acquaintance removed this 
imoression and discovered the man. Hewas fond 
of Society, especially in the last of his days, and 
was'well qualied 16 shiné In it. “His great excet- 
leuce, howevet, was in the palvit. Long willhe be 
remembered by those who have sat under his stared 
ministry. He hada happy faculty of expressing 
himself in his discourses with plainness anc neat- 
ness, beyond any one the writer of this has ever 
heard. Hiselcquence, with a few exceptions, was” 
natural, impressive and commandisg. . At times he 
had tco much vehemence in his manner. His sub- 
jects were generally practical. He exalsed the Sa- 
viour and directed sinners to his Cross as their on- 
ly refuge. Sleseemed to feel the importance of his 
work, and dealt faithfully wich the souls oF his hear- 
ers. His exhortations were earnest, pathetic, per- 
suasive, alarming. He was pecnuliarly fitted for 
conviucing ihe sinner and urging him to flee to 
Christ. His ministerial care.r he commenced in 
the Presbyterian Church. During the revolutiona- 
ry war he was a Chaplain in the army, aod ever 
since has been a true friend to his codntry. A few 
years af er the peace he connected himseif wirh the 
Reformed Ducca Church, and settied ia the city ef 
New-York. Indisposition finaily constrained him 
to resign his pasto: al charge there, and he removed 
tothis City. “Che church of Chris: and society at 
large heve few mentike him to lose. As long as 
health permitied, he devoted his talentsand time to 
the service of that cause which hewarly espoused— 
a cause which lay sear to his heart—which he bov- 
ed. His compliints were considered ia a great 
measure as ideal by his numerous friends—but his 
death has proved the contrary. kis provable he 
has felt more than he wishd to declare. He is 
gone—we will see him no more—hear him vo more 
oo tits side of Erernity. His mémory, however, 
will be ever dear to all who were favored with his 
frieudsh-p, as well astothose who were allied to 
him by the ties of nature. Ore who Knew him 
well, and has tong been anintimare in his family, 
pays this feeble bur sincere tribute of respect and 
affection to his mers. —Crisie.
